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In response to the Examiner's rejection, but without conceding the 

correctness thereof, applicants point out that claim 70 has been 
canceled, thereby rendering the. rejection moot. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paragraph 
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paragraph, as allegedly indefinite. Specifically, the Examiner 
asserted that the term "retroviral vector" was unclear when used to 
describe a carrier for delivering the instant compound. 

In response to the Examiner' s rejection, but without conceding the 
correctness thereof, applicants point out that amended claim 64 
does not recite the term "retroviral vector.' 7 Applicants stress 
that retroviral vectors are nevertheless appropriate for delivering 
a nucleic acid which is, or which encodes, a therapeutic agent. 

In view of the above remarks, applicants maintain that claim 64 
satisfies the requirements of 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. 

Objection Under 37 C.F.R. §1.75 

The. Examiner objected to claim 61 under 37 C.F.R. §1.75, as 
allegedly being a substantial duplicate of claim 47. 

In response to the Examiner'' s objection, but without conceding the 
correctness thereof, applicants point out that claim 61 has been 
canceled, thereby rendering the objection moot. 
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For the reasons, set forth hereinabove,, applicants respectfully 
request that all the claims of this application be allowed, and 
that the application proceed to issuance.
